Lisbon, May 21.—(Special.)—Albert 
G. Mason, *bf East Liverpool, has filed 
a petition in common pleas court ask­ 
ing that a receiver be 
appointed to 
have charge 
of the affairs 
of 
the 
partnership existing between him and 
Charles A. Smith. 
He says that in 1896 he and Smith 
entered into a partnership and pur­ 
chased the stock of the Ohio Valley 
Has company and shortly afterwards 
sold the same at a profit of $250,000. 
This money they invested in various 
fnT^rprises in which they made large 
profits. 
Plaintiff alleges that the contract 
of partnership between himself and 
Smith was a verbal one and that the 
business was conducted in the name 
of the 
defendant: that the profits 
accruing from the 
various 
transac­ 
tions 
amounted to between $350,000 
and $400,000. 
He further states that recently he 
learned that Smith was engaging in 
stupendous and visionary speculative 
‘enterprises without consulting 
him, 
and that when he asked Smith for a 
division of the profits the defendant 
offered him $50,000, alleging that that 
amount 
was all that wras due him 
ss his share. 
Mr. Mason claims that there is due 
kim between $175,000 and $200,000.

This year 
they have but IO delegates each. 
At the county convention held hero 
May I, 8. J. Faulk was elected chair­ 
man of the executive committed and • 
ex-Mayor Charles F. Bough secretary. 
These gentlemen were given authority „ 
to name the balance of the committee, 
which they have done as follows: F. 
I). White, East Liverpool; A. H. Strat­ 
ton. Salem; Wilson Edgerton; Colum­ 
biana, and George Ward. East Pales­ 
tine. 
This committee was empowered by 
the county convention to name 
the 
delegates from this county to 
the 
Columbus 
convention. 
They 
have 
just completed the list and with two 
exceptions all 
those elected 
have 
been consulted. The list of delegates 
is as follows; 
Rev. J. R. Greene, A. 
S. Young. George A. Hill, J. M. Aten, 
Benjamin Toland, Sanford E. Fisher 
and C. F. Bough, of East Liverpool; 
Rev. C. L. V. McKee, Wellsville; Rey. 
W. F. McCauley, Rev. C. B. Henthoroe 
and Joseph R. Stratton, of Salem; 
John Gould and Emmett Curry, East 
Palestine, and Rev. S. P. Barrackman, 
Salineville. 
Rev. J. Knox Montgomery, formerly 
pastor of the First U. P church, Cin­ 
cinnati, will probably be the nominee 
for secretary of state. Ixnils J. Beau­ 
champ. of Hamilton, will be tempo­ 
rary chairman of the convention and 
will deliver the keynote speech. 
The convention is expected to be 
the most harmonious since the party 
was organized in 1869. The last Pro­ 
hibition vote in the state was ahot|$ 
8.000. 
The highest ever

was 
when Dr. H. B. Leonard, of Cincinnati, 
ran for governor. 26,000. The split at 
the Pittsburg national convention in 
1896 hurt Ohio worse than any other 
state, but the party is now recovering, 
according to State Chairman Ashen- 
burst, who predicts this year’s 
will 
be 
the most successful convention 
since the spilt. 
The national convention proposes to 
nominate the best known men in tho 
party this year, and the ticket will 
either be John G. Woolley of Illinois, 
and Silas C. Swallow, of Pennsylva­ 
nia, or Swallow and Woolley. Either 
ticket will suit the men and the party. 
Last election the prohibtionlsts polled 
250.000 votes. They expect to poll 
500.000 this year, just double 1896.
